Kelly, Pennsylvania motor vehicle Ii 
cense tags IJ NQI represent the high 
water mark of registration of passen­ 
ger motor vehicles in 1936. 
"People frequently ask 
me 
what 
our license numbers mean with their 
peculiar m ixture of letters and num ­ 
erals,” Secretary Kelly said today in 
explaining the 
Pennsylvania system. 
"Among other things those letters in 
the numbers mean money saved for 
the Pennsylvania people who own and 
operate automobiles. 
They also mean' 
license plates which are more easily 
read 
and 
remembered 
than 
the 
-'U’aight numerical plates which were 
formerly in use. 
"It cost the Department nine cents 
.o mail license plates number lJNOl 
to the car owner in western Pennsyl­ 
vania. The plates were twelve inches 
long and weighed one pound. Had we 
Issued a set of license plates number­ 
ed 1672101, each 
plate 
would 
have 
been almost half a yard long and the 
set would have weighed a pound and a 
half. The postage would have risen to 
thirteen cents. 
Similarly the produc­ 
tion cost of the 
plates 
would have 
been measurably increased, due to the 
fact that 50 per cent more steel would 
have been required to make the long­ 
er plates. 
“During the past year we have so 
standardized the system that only two 
sizes of plates are now issued for the 
private passenger cars, whereas in the 
past as many as five sizes were used.
